He permitted with- 
out protest the raising of guards by 
the big property owners and fascist 
elements. The existence of an armed 
branch of the Socialist goverrrnent 
of Vienna effectively prevents Austria 
from reverting to a fascist military 
dictatorship and destroying the de- 
mocracy. The British. French and 
Italian governments have clearly 
shown that they are on the side of 
fascism against democracy, but it is

The Marxian dialectic, uncorrected 
by a science of thinking.- labors since 
the days of Marx and Engels Under 
many mistakes. I mention only some 
of them here as illustrations of my 
point. 

Science of* Thinking and His- 
torical Materialism 

All the elder Marxians fancy that 
they have overcome* all metaphysical 
(static) thought by carrying the 
materialist dialectics into history, 
economics and politics. They decline 
to work out a science of thinking. 
They assign a secondary role to it in

Catastrophic ▼* Constructive 
' Tactica 

The leading Marxians always vac- 
ciliated between catastrophic and con- 
structive tactics, and. many still' do 
jo today. Thii indecision is at the bot- 
tom of the deep chasm between right 
and left wing tactics. If it is un- 
decided whether the transition to So- 
cialism will proceed by force or by 
peaceful construction, then the So- 
cialist parties should prepare for both 
eventualities.

Miscalculating Revolutionary 
Crises 

The debate* between Marxians over 
the right tactics and over the neces- 
sary improvement of Marxian eco- 
nomics never led to any scientific 
agreement. Because they had de- 
clined to get a grip on the law domin- 
ating their own mental evolution, 
they could never agree to what ex- 
tent necessary political compromises 
are or are not violations of their fun- 
damental principles. Although the> 
talked much ahoct con*>ciou«ness, they 
never found out how conscious, sub- 
conscious or unconscious mental move- 
ments affect the theory and practice 
of their own historical dialectics. 

Because they always studied only 
isolated parts of the sitcial develop- 
ment without relation to natural and 
mental laws of evolution, they often 
expected the collapse of capitalism 
through "revolutionary crises'* in 
periods in which neither force nor 
constructive work made a transition 
to Socialism probable. 
For the same reason they often 

' made demands on the capitalist pow- 
ers of the nations which can be real- 

1 ized only by international action for 



capitalist budgets. They always 
voted against them for propaganda 
reasons, as if they ruuld walk into 
Socialism without any ground under 
their feet. 

For generations they, denounced 
coalition* with old parties and So- 
cialist ministers in capitalist cabinets 
,, , n *** °'i ! as violations of sacred Marxian prin- 
nd social j Cip ,„ unmindful of the fact that 
. f , I minority partis must necessarily 
spue oi tnis re- , make comprom is4*. But experience 

is forcing them into coalitions and 
into capitalist cabinets. 

They advocated a general strike not 
merely as a means of exerting hard 
pressure for a short time, but as a 
weapon of social revolution at a time 
when neither the trade unions nor 
the Socialist parties had the power to 
make a success of it. 

They still differ as to whether they 
should work consistently for the pro- 
gressive democratization of all forms 
of governments, from autocratic 
monarchies to republics*, or whether 
they .-hould first overthrow all monar- 
chies. 

They left in doubt jn«t what signs 
indicate the "maturity** of capital- 
Urn from Socialism, and by what 
methods a decision is to be reached 
whether a certain industry or nation 
in ripe for socialization. 

These are ju%t some of the flagrant 
mistakes which Socialist parties un- 
der Marxian leadership make as X 
re?»:lar thing. There are many 
others. I have not the space for them 
here. They vul! be stated more fully 
in a bo«.k for wh.ch these articles are 
intended. 

All the-e mi-takes show the same 
general min<! pattern, a certain tack 
r.f correlation in the mind. They are 
evidence of the fact that the Marx- 
ians lose already understood connec- 
tions of econon.ics. politics and con- 
sciousness, or that they overlook ex- 
ternal or mental obstacles which in- 
terfere with th«-ir plans.

Now, I do ittt advocate—- nor do I 
have faith ir»— -any governmental 
function as a "cure-all" for anything. 
But, if we cin unload the billions of 
taxes and interest,— and these are in- 
separably interwoven in the same 
dollar— from the backs of the pro- 
ducers, and drive the interest-fed 
loafers of the world also to get off 
and feed and clothe themselves and 
produce their own luxuries by their 
own labor, I will swear by the Amer 
lean Farmers to cure the rest of their 
disease themselves. 

These annual billions of interest 
and taxes against his labor and his 
own serf-made products of food and 
clothing drive him 16 hours a day to 
produce avalanches of products for 
the market, to attempt to get MONEY 
to meet that tax and interest; not 
alooe the burden levied DIRECTLY 
against him, but also that far greater 
burden charged indirectly against his 
product by 25 million non- producers. 
And we must bear in mind that in- 
terest and taxes must be paid out of 
NET RETURNS above cost of pro- 
duction: a hundred dollar interest and 
tax obligation may require the mar- 
keting of thousands of dollars worth 
of produce. 

Let us permit farming rights to be 
tuch that the farm-worker will not he 
compelled to surrender his food, sloth- 
ing and shaker in carrying this na- 



driving interest or rent producing 
properties out of existence or else 
socializing them. 

This brings u» to the question. Is 
a medium of exchange — a money sys- 
tem if we want to call it that — 
necessary? If it is — and I think it 
can be shown conclusively that it is
